CLEVELAND, Nov. 5.—Lake county, near 
Cleveland, has reversed the order, and re- 
turns from there give Foraker 2487, and 
Campbell 932, a net Democratic gain of 161. 

FORAKER’® LOSSES. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 5.—The loss by For- 
aker of Hamilton county, which gave him 
a plurality of nearly 7000 two years ago, 
has been largely effected by the defection 
in the German Republican wards. The 
losses in single precincs in some of these 
wards amount to more than 200 votes, This 
result was not anticipated by the Repub- 
licans. While the losses of Foraker were 
not confined to these wards they are 
much more m rked than in ober portions 
of the city. Returns also show that spe- 
cially in the German wards the head of the 
ticket was the thing most severely hit by 
Republican scratchers. 

he Commercial Gazette, commenting on 
the result in Hamilton county, says: It is 
the outgrowth of the Sunday question. The 
saloon legislation did not seem to be the 
disturbing thing, but rather bad administra- 
tion of Sunday laws was the cause of the 
discontent among the Germins. The esti- 
mate at midnight is that Campbell will

What reduction would have to be made 
from these sums for the cost of treatment, 
whether by filtration, precipitation or other- 
wise, isan unknown quantity. Kisewhere 
it is conceded beyond refutation that the 
cost of extracting the selids from sewage 
waters has, in most cases, been attended 
with financial loss, and a rarely has the 
treatment been self-sustaining. In the case

list of talented experimenters was to dis- 
cover a process by which the ammonia’ 
saits could be flucked and precipitated, but 
all these ways and ingenious contrivances 
in chemical precipitation, re-agents, ma- 
chinery and appurtenances, failed to draw 
away from the nitrates their affinity for the 
water in which they so freely clung in a 
saturation of singular, stubborn and per- 
verse combination. No process has been 
discovered to free ammonia from sewage 
water except by evaporation to’dryness and 
crystallization, a process 80 costly as to be 
useless to consider in this connection. Li 
very combination in our sewage problem is 
ust the reverse of the difficuities met with 

y other experimenters, fur the reason that 
the otherwise refuse sewer water, divested 
ofthe solids and containing nearly all of 
these fructifying and fertilizing agricultural 
treasures, is of great value, because we can 
use the clarified sewage water to great ad 
vantage as an irrigation liquid, and the very 
problem that has beset and hindered prog- 
ress in rainy sections, with us is diametric- 
ally reversed. 

Pieasant as these favorable conditions 
seem, e upled with their solution, there are 
some difficulties adjustment be- 
fore the commercial ue of the liquid 
can be safely estimated. 

After the solid portion has been precipi- 
tated in tanks or 8 dark, slimy, fetid, 
fibrous mass results at the bottom to be dis- 
pused of. This is the most disagreeable 
and truubles»me to get rid of. If dried, the 
fumes and effluvia escaping from it might 

ibly form a local nuisance that the in- 
abitants near the plant weuld not tolerate, 
and if they did, disease might follow. It 
has been mixed with ashes, lime, clay, 
earth, street sweepings, straw and various 
other supposable scent-allaying materials. 
but farmers as a rule, fought shy of it on 
account of its smell and poorness as a 
manure. The following table from a fayor- 
ite process for precipitating sewage by the 
lime process is given to convey an idea of 
the lack of value in the precipitated sludge,

This tabie presents the following high! 
important facts, viz: Noorganic matter - 
precipitated except such as was present in 
an insoluble form and which might just as 
well have been retained by mechanical 
filtration. 

None of the ammonia of the sewago fluid 
is saved by 1 — which ingredient 
is of the utmost importance for vegetation 
and agriculture, 

The small amount of ammonia retained 
in the sludge is due entirely to iusolubility. 

Potash, another valuable ingredient at 
least to some soils, being soluble, also goes 
off with the liquid. 

Phosphoric acid is precipitated (five- 
sixttts), forms with the lime an insoluble 
compound and therefore is virtually an 
inert form for future absorption by plant 
life. It will now bein order to see what 
can be done with the material. If it could 
be cheaply or successfully desiccated and 
buried out of sight, well and good riddance 
of it; but as it confronts us in every way 
— we turn in of its 
value «s compared ts disgusting pres- 
ence, as it can neither be shunned, put off 
or excused, it demands our attention. It 
cannot be dried at a profit here with fuel 
at least $8 per ton and labor $2 per day even 
by burning the drier fumes as has been 
suggested, forin Europe the same things 
have been investigated and with fuel at 
$2.75 per ton and labor at 75 cents per day, 
resulting with no profit in most cases. 

From the t sources of information, 
sewer farms, except on sandy soils, to be

rainage every 10 to 20 feet apart, and in 
some cases this preparation has cost as high 
as from $100 to $1500 an acre. 

Prof. W. H. Corfield, M.A., M.D., after 
17 years of active investigation, and up to 
the year 1887, says: “Practically, there 
seems to be no great value in sewage itself.“ 
and concludes, after a work of great re- 
search covering pages: That when 
circumstances are favorable, it has been 
found to pay, and when its management is 
more geen ag | understood, it will doubt- 
less, in many instances, be found to be a 
source of income to the towns. Where the 
circumstances are not so favorable, it will

INTERIOR SERVICE. 

The Committee on Interior Service 
reported as follows: 

Your committee beg to offer the following 
as a supplementary report: 

For the purpose of getting the general 
information as to what sewers are neces- 
sary we have consulted 2 of a sewer 
system by Mr. Eaton in the year 1887, being 
the same system examined by Mr. Herring 
and Mr. Waring. This map showsthe gen- 
eral boundaries of the drainage dis riets, 
and very materlally sssisted in the examina- 
tion we were called on to make. In view 
of the prob.bility that the sewage will be 
used for irrigation and fertilization pur- 
poses in the future, we would recommend 
that the sewage of all the districts Jying 
eust of Los Angeles River be carried to 
some point on the south boundary and east 
of the river. And we recommend that 
a large proportion of the sewage from 
the district lying west of the river be 
diverted to some point on the south bound- 

and near the west bauk of the river. 
Anotber outlet should be provided on the 
south boundary at San Pedro street, from 
which to furnish the required amount of 
sewage contracted for by the South Side 
Irrigation 8 and the south side 
of the city shou d have an outlet near 
the southwest corner. Our reasons for 
providing these several outlets are as fol- 
lows: The outlet at the point eastof the 
river is much higher than the southwest 
corner of the city, and being at a sufficient 
elevation permits the sewage to be run over 
a large area of country lying *o the east, 
where itcan be for irrigation, and the 
point of — permits of the division 
of the sewage along the south boundary 
west toward the ocean. The same re- 
marks will apply to the point of discharge 
on the west banks of the river. 

For the purpose of comparison we sub- 
mit the estimate of cost of the system as 
approved by Mr. Herring, as foliows:

trial before Judge MoKiniley, In De 
partment 5 of the Superior Court, came 
toan end yesterday afternoon. The 
plaintiff was injured by jumping off a 
street car at the San Fernando-stréet 
railroad crossing, December 26, 1887, 
and sued the company for $50,000 dam- 
ages. She was riding on a Sixth-street 


an engine, 60 feet distant, began mov- 
ing toward the car. The driver 
whipped up his horses to get across 
out of the way, and Miss Stevenson 
became very much alarmed, believing 
that the engine would strike the car. 
Under this belief she jumped from the 
moving car and struck upon the back 
of her head. The injuries which she 
sustained were of such a serious char- 
acter that she was unconscious for 
several days, and has ever since’ been 
subject to fits. The suit was fought 
very energetically by Messrs. Bicknell 
and Denis on the part of the railroad, 
and they attempted to show that the 
accident was due to the carelessness 
of the plaintiff; that there was no 
necessity for her to jump irom the car, 
and that it had, in fact, cleared the 
track at the time she jumped. The 
jury retired for consultation late in the 
aiternoon, and returned a verdict in a 
few minutes for the plaintiff, fixing 
the damages at $5000. They were 
obliged to make their verdict on spe- 
cific charges, the injuries being speci- 
fied in quite a number of couuts.

What right has the 
Governor to come out and declare that 
he will restrict his approval to a site in 
one only of these counties—the county 
in which he resides? Of course, it is 
barely possible that Mr. Waterman’s 
object in doing this was to secure for 
the unfortunate, insane what he may 
believe to be the best climate in South- 
ern California—that of San Bernar- 
dino county. It is possible, but not 
very probable—so improbable, in fact, 
that we venture to say that nobody 
will believe it. If Mr. Waterman 
really made such a statement as this, 
the citizens have a right to know it, 
and to ask him to explain how he can 
reconcile such an assertion with his 
sworn duty. Mr. Brown has made a 
very serious charge against the Gov- 
ernor, which the latter cannot well 


is jumped at too readily when it is 
stated that there would be no otber 
means of abating a nuisance than 
by an outlet to the sea.

WHAT SHE HAS DONE FOR 
CHRISTIANITY. 


Fine Churches, Earnest Workers— 
A City of Good Morals—Distin- 
guished Divines—One of the 
City's Attractions. 


When the head of a family proposes 
to move from one city to another there 
are several questions that engross his 
attention. One is, what are the educa- 
tional advantages; another as to the 
Sanitary conditions, and a third as to 
the moral tone of the community. 
When rapid transit is a fixed fact these 
questions will be of interest to many 
persons, and it is a matter of congratu- 
lation that Pasadena can answer all 
those in a way that will more than sa 
isfy the most exacting critic. Today, 
when our churches are crowded, our 
streets thronged with Sunday-schoal 
scholars, and thoughts are more 
poe | brought to matters of re- 
ligious life, Toe Times answers one of 
these queries by referring in this 
general way to what the men and 
women of Pasadena are doing to keep 
the moral atmosphere of the city pure. 

When a student of crime visitsa 
city he r consults the blotter 
of the Chief of Police and glances into 
the jail. This would show a curious 
state of things here. The jail is un- 
occupied nine-tenths of the time; the 
police sigh for something to do, and 
the Justice of the Peace has — 4 
the easiest position in the State; in 
other words, the criminal is not a local 
factor in our organization. The good

le. Over on Raymond avenue is the

The Universalist 
Church building is a departure 
from church architecture as gen- 
erally followed, and is a noble 
pile, having a ‘large seating ca- 
pacity and rooms beneath provided in 
a liberal spirit for good entertainments 
of allkinds.

IN MiIsTORY. 


Porr Iwwocewr VII. (Cosimo: de 
Migliorapi) was born in Solmona, 
Italy, and early became learned in the 
civil and canon law. Pope Urban VI. 
appointed him to numerous high or- 
fices, and finally created him Arch- 
bishep of Ravenna and Bishop of Bo- 
logna. Migliorapi was created car- 
dinal and legate by Boniface IX., 
whom he succeeded to the papacy in 
1404. His nephew Ludovico murdered 
one of the leaders of the city party, 
which crime compelled the Pope to 
fly to Viterbo in August, 1405. Inno- 
cent VII,, died suddenly November 
6, 1406, under strong suspicion of 
poison. 

One of the most remarkable in- 
stances of transmitted ability is fur- 
nished by the Scoth family of Gregory, 
no less than 16 members of which have 
held pro:essorships at the various Scot- 
tish universities. Oneof the most cele- 
brated men who have borne this honor- 
able name is JAMes Greeory, who 
was born m 1638. He was educated at 
Aberdeen, where he exhibited mar- 
velous talents for mathematics, and in 
his 28d year published his famous 
works, ‘Optica in which he 
made known bis r- iscovery, the 
Gregorian reflecting telescope. Greg- 
ory subsequently published several 
valuable works, and was successively 
professor of mathematics at St. An- 
drews and Edinburgh. Late in Octo- 
ber, 1675, he was showing some of his 
studenis, with his reflecting telescope, 
the satellite of Jupiter, when he was 
suddenly stricken with blindness, and 
died shortly atter, November 6, 1676, 
aged 37 yeurs. 

NAPOLEON, than whom there could 
be no more capable judge, placed Gus- 
tavus Adolphus, King of Sweden, 
among the eight great generals of the 
world, a list whic 
ander and ended with himself. This 
great soldier was born in 1504, and 
when 17, succeeded his father, Charlies 
IX. At his accession, the young King 
was confronted by the hostility of Den- 
mark, Russia and Poland. After de- 
feating the Danes, he drove the Rus- 
sians from all the provinces along the 
Baltic. These victories were suc- 
ceeded by an eight years’ war with 
Poland and the conquest of a great 
part ot Livonia. in these conquests 
Gustavus acquired a great stock ot ex- 
perience and a trained army of vet- 
erans. In this work, the King was 
assisted by his great Prime Minister. 
Oxenstiern. Gustavus once said to his 
Minister: Tou are too phieg- 
matic, and if somewhat of 
my heat did not mingle with 
your phlegm, my affairs would not 


succeed as well as they do;“ to which 


Oxenstiern answered: Sire, if my 
phiegm did not mingle some coolness 
with your heat, your affairs would not 
be so prosperous as they are:“ where- 
upon th laughed heartily. That 


Germany from 1618 to 1648 was then 
raging. Tilly and the imperial troops 
were then committing frightful atroci- 
ties in Bohemia. Gustavus at length 
determined to intervene, and io the 
summer of 1680 he led into Germauy 
an army of 15,000 men, The Germans 
were astounded at the strict discipline 
which distinguished the Swedish army. 
All disorders were punished with the

his actions Gustavus moved under pro- 
found religious feeling.

appeal, to his soldiers. Every 
regiment assembled around its chap- 
lain at morning and evening prayer. 
On September 7, 1681. Gustavus en- 
countéred Tilly, the Imperial General 
before Leipsic, and utterly defeated 
him after a desperate engagement. 
In the following April Tilly was again 
defeated on the borders of Bavaria 
and lost his life by a cannon ball 
which broke his thigh. Wallenstein 
wus appointed Tilly’s successer, and 
the hostile armies met at Lutzen, 
November 6, 1632. The Swedish King 
opened the battle by offering prayer, 
and giving out Luther's hymn, and 
another hymn, said to be his own, be- 
inning, Fear not, thou little chosen 
band.” „God with us“ was the battle 
word. All being ready, he cried aloud: 
Now, m God's name, jet us at them! 
Jesus, Jesus, Jesus, let us fight for the 
honor of Thy holy name!“ and dashed 
at the enemy. A istol shot 
broke his arm. “It is nothing, 
follow me!“) he exclaimed; but bis 
strength failing, be turned his horse’s 
head and muttered to the Duke of 
Luxemburg by his side: Cousin, take 
me hence, for lam wounded.” As he 
turned, an Austrian trooper shouted:

Defaced with wounds, trodden under 
feet of horses, the body of Gustavus 
was drawn from beneath «a heap of 
slain, and laid. amid weeping, with 
his fathers in Sweden. The neighbor- 
hood of the place where he fell is 
marked to this day by a porphyritic 
boulder, with the simple inscription, 
G. A., 1632. 

On November 6, 1830, ABRAHAM 
LINCOLN was elected President of the 
United States, receiving the electoral 
votes of every free State except New 
Jersey, which gave him four votes and 
the remaining three to Douglas. 

The celebrated American naval com- 
mander, ADMIRAL CHARLES STEW- 
ART, was borin Philadelphia in 1778. 
He served against Tripoli in 1804, be- 
came a captain in 1806, and in 1815 
with the frigate Constitution, captured 
the British ship Crane and the sloop 
Levant. During the Civil War be was 
promoted to Rear Admiral, and died 
November 6, 1869.
